ARTICLE 2 On a motion of Leonard Mallard, 2nd by Fred Snow voted to 
raise and appropriate to repair Highways and Bridges in said Town the 
sum of $97,000.00. 


ARTICLE 3 On a motion of Lauris Avery, 2nd by Ronald Haven voted to 
raise and appropriate for Town Road Aid the sum of $1,048.55. 
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ARTICLE 4 On a motion of Lawrence Porter, 2nd by Nelson Lambert 
voted to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of 
taxes for the current year maintenance and operation expenses, and 
that the Selectmen be authorized to issue notes therefore, which notes 
are to be paid out of the tax receipts of the current year as provided by 
Acts of 1953, Chapter 259 and any amendments thereto. 


ARTICLE 5 Ona motion of Lawrence Porter, 2nd by George Miller voted 
to allow a 2 percent discount on taxes paid in full up to fifteen days 
after the issue of the Tax bills by the Collector.

ARTICLE 13 On a motion of Lawrence Porter, 2nd by Russell Lamprey 
voted to raise and appropriate for the Fire Department to be used to 
purchase 4”’ hose for the sum of $3,150.00.

ARTICLE 14 Ona motion of Thomas Simms, 2nd by Ronald Haven voted 
not to accept Article 14. 


ARTICLE 15 Ona motion of Lauris Avery, 2nd by Nelson Lambert voted to 
pass the Article. 


ARTICLE 16 On a motion of Russell Lamprey, 2nd by Gilbert Wiggins 
voted to employ One Road Agent only, after the regular Town Meeting 
on March 1974. Said Road Agent to act mainly as Administrator of 
Highway Work and to be paid an annual salary rather than an hourly 
wage. Said salary to be paid on a weekly basis. 


ARTICLE 17 On a motion of Howard Morris, 2nd by John Colarusso voted 
to elect the One Road Agent as is presently done rather than appointed 
by the Board of Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 18 On a motion of Nelson Lambert, 2nd by Raymond Hatch 
voted to pass the Article. 


ARTICLE 19. On a motion of Beverly Taylor, 2nd by Fred Snow voted to 
pass the Article. 


ARTICLE 20 On a motion of Russell Lamprey, 2nd by Lawrence Porter 
voted to approve the budget as printed in the Town Report, subject to 
any changes made at this meeting. Total appropriation not to exceed 
$312,974.26. 

ARTICLE 21 Ona motion of Joseph Kennedy, 2nd by Harold Mohr voted to 
adjourn at 12:15 A.M., March7, 1973, as there was no further business.

Special Town Meeting 


June 23, 1973 


Special Town Meeting was called to order at 7:30 P.M. in the 
Moultonboro Central Auditorium by Moderator Richard Wakefield. 


ARTICLE 1 Ona motion of Kenneth Smith, 2nd by Benjamin Ayers voted 
to authorize the acceptance of a tract of land to be donated to the town 
for use as a Town Cemetery. 


ARTICLE 2 On a motion of John Emerson, 2nd by Murray Nickerson 
voted to appropriate and expend for the clearing of land for the 
cemetery, for the surveying and laying out of individual plots, and the 
fencing of the existing facility and the donated land, said sum of money 
to be drawn from Federal Revenue Sharing Funds not to exceed 
$16,000,00. 


ARTICLE 3 On a motion of John Colarusso, 2nd by John Bell unanimously 
voted to adopt the following ordinance: 


An ordinance regulating the use of the Town Beaches in the Town of 
Moultonboro, County of Carroll, State of New Hampshire. 


1. Regulated Areas: 


A. The Long Island Beach on both sides of Long Island Road from the 
Long Island Bridge to the properties of Crumb and Bell, being all of the 
property there owned by the Town of Moultonboro. 

B. The States Landing Beach, on States Landing Road in said Town of 
Moultonboro. 


2. Parking: 
Parking for the Moultonboro town beaches shall be permitted for the 


vehicles of town residents and-or taxpayers in areas designated for 
such parking, or as otherwise directed by the Selectmen. 


A. Only vehicles displaying a Town Beach Parking Permit shall be 
allowed to park at the town beaches. 

B. The Selectmen shall issue a parking permit to all persons who 
request such permit as follows: 

a) apply in person at the office of the Selectmen: 

b) present evidence of status as resident and-or taxpayer ; 

c) present registration card for each vehicle for which a permit is 
requested; 

d) tender application fee of $.25 for each permit requested. 
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C. Town Beach Parking Permits shall be valid for only the vehicle for 
which they are issued, and only while such vehicle is owned by a 
resident or taxpayer of the Town of Moultonboro. Permits are not 
transferrable. 

D. All Town Beach Parking Permits shall be affixed to the window, 
plainly visible, for each vehicle desired to be parked at a town beach. 


3. Reciprocal Use: 


Residents and taxpayers of the Town of Center Harbor, whose vehicles 
display a current permit sticker for beach privileges in the Town of 
Center Harbor shall be entitled to all the parking and beach privileges 
specified above at the Moultonboro town beaches, so long as the Town 
of Center Harbor continues to grant such reciprocity to residents and 
taxpayers of the Town of Moultonboro. 


4. Consistent: 

This ordinance is not intended and shall not be construed to be in- 
consistent with any existing ordinance of the Town of Moultonboro 
related to use of town docks, wharves, and beaches owned and-or 
controlled by the Town of Moultonboro. 

5. Rules and Regulations: 


The Board of Selectmen is hereby empowered to enact such rules and 
regulations as it deems necessary from time to time to effect the 
provisions of this ordinance. 


6. Violations and Penalties: 
Any person who shall violate any part of the foregoing shall be fined 


not more than $50.00. Each day a violation is committed shall con- 
stitute a separate offense.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Moultonboro Central School in 
said Moultonboro on Tuesday the 5th day of March, 1974, at ten of the clock 
in the forenoon to act upon Article 1 of this warrant. 


Article 2 and the remaining articles of the Warrant to be taken up at 
8:00 P.M. The polls will not close before 8:00 P.M. 


1. To choose by ballot and major vote a Treasurer, Clerk, Tax 
Collector, one Highway Agent, one Selectman for three years, one 
Selectman for one Year, one Trustee of the Trust Funds for three years, 
and such other officers and agents as the voters may deem necessary and 
two delegates to the New Hampshire State Constitutional Convention. 


2. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be necessary 
to repair Highways and Bridges in said Town. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,046.61 for Town Road Aid. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,000.00 for State Aid Reconstruction. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes for the current year maintenance and 
operation expenses, and that the Selectmen be authorized to issue notes 
therefor, which notes are to be paid out of the tax receipts of the current 
year as provided by Acts of 1953, Chapter 258 and any amendments 
thereto. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to allow a 2 percent discount on taxes 
paid in full up to fifteen days after the issue of the tax bills by the Collector. 
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7. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for the Lakes Region Hospital, the Huggins Hospital, and the 
Carroll County Mental Health Service, Inc. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$500.00 for concerts to be provided by the Center Harbor Band. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,335.45, which is 1-100 of one percent of the assessed valuation of the 
Town, to the Lakes Region Association for the purpose of publicizing and 
promoting the natural advantages and resources of the Town, in 
cooperation with other towns in the Lakes Region. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into 
a two-year contract with the Kemp-Symonds Ambulance Service to 
guarantee ambulance service for the Town for two years (April 1, 1974 to 
April 1, 1976) and raise and appropriate the sum of $4,000.00 per year for 
this purpose. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum, not to 
exceed $3,617.00 for multi-purpose and general government equipment 
and authorize the withdrawal of $3,617.00 for this purpose from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and 
Local Assistance Act of 1972. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum, not to 
exceed $26,500.00 for Highway Equipment and authorize the withdrawal of 
$26,500.00 for this purpose from the Revenue Sharing Fund established 
under the provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum, not to 
exceed $4,000.00, for the purchase of equipment for the Police Department 
and authorize the withdrawal of $4,000.00 for this purpose from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and 
Local Assistance Act of 1972. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply for, 
contract for, and accept grants of Federal or State Aid, or both, as may be 
available in the future. 


15. To vote on the following question: ‘‘Shall the provisions for Ab- 
sentee Ballot for the election of Town officers be adopted by this town?’’ 


16. To see if the Town will vote to place all monies received from the 


sale of cemetery lots in a common trust fund, the interest on same to be 


used for capital improvements and-or the purchase of land for cemeteries. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sixteen acres of land 
donated to the Town by Peter Kraines. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $3,000.00 for a 
feasibility survey of the Kraines land to determine it s potential use for 
recreational purposes. 
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19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$47 ,000.00 for the construction of tennis courts, ball fields, and skating rinks 
on the donated land, if the survey report shows it is feasible, and to em- 
power the Selectmen to borrow the sum necessary and to issue Serial 
Notes of Bonds in the name and on the credit of the Town and to fix the 
time and place of payment, the rate of interest, terms and maturities and 
provide for the sale thereof, all in accordance with N. H. Revised Statutes 
Annotated 1955, Chapter 33, known as the ‘‘Municipal Finance Act,’ and 
any amendments thereto. 


20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not 
exceeding the amount of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) to extend the 
black top on a section of the Red Hill Road from the corner of Old Route 25 
to the point which they left off at in 1973, being a distance of approximately 
3,200 feet. (By Petition). 


21. To see if the Town will vote to set the minimum wage for Town 
employees at $2.50 per hour. 


22. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the plowing and sanding 
of all private roads and driveways. 


23. To see if the Town will vote that the elected Highway Agent also be 
required to supervise the maintenance of the Public Beaches, Town 
Dumps, and Cemeteries as provided in the N. H. Revised Statutes An- 
notated, 1955, Chapter 245:7. 


24: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of the Municipal 
Budget Law. (By Petition). 


25. To see if the Town will vote to approve the Budget as printed in the 
Town Report, subject to any changes made at this meeting. 


26. To transact any other business that may legally come before said 
meeting.

Summer Recreation Report 


During the Spring of 1973 I was approached by the Selectmen of 
Moultonboro and asked to head up the summer recreation program. My 
reaction to this request was nothing but positive — I accepted without 
hesitation. 


In order to continue in the same successful manner as the program of 
summer of 72, I solicited the help and talent of those involved in previous 
recreation work. The following people, then, acted as leaders and in- 
structors: (1) Miss Sandy Pace, playground leader and swimming in- 
structor at State’s Landing; (2) Miss Kathy Clark, playground leader and 
instructor of swimming at Long Island Beach; and (3) Joel White, general 
playground leader whose experience in this area proved invaluable as the 
summer wore on. To each of these individuals I express my heartfelt 
thanks for a job well done. The task, at the least, was a difficult one and 
would have been impossible without their interest and hard work. 


During the last week in May and in early June we met in order to 
make plans for the coming summer. It was decided that we would run a 
four day a week- eight-week program beginning the last week in June and 
continuing thru the week of August 12th. Swimming lessons at the town 
beaches would begin immediately following the July 4th holiday and 
continue for six weeks. 


Although, prior registration figures indicated a large number (40 to 
50) of children interested in playground activities, only half that number 
showed up as the program got underway. As the first two weeks came and 
went, it was apparent that the number of participants was decreasing 
rather than increasing. It was decided that it would be more efficient use 
of personnel to begin swimming lessons earlier in the day thereby 
providing a greater opportunity for children to participate in that part of 
the program. Later enrollment figures reached a total of 63 children in the 
classes at Long Island and 48 for the same class (Beginners, Advanced 
Beginners, Intermediates, and Swimmers) at State’s Landing. Witha core 
of between 15 and 20 children on a daily basis, the playground program 
continued. Activities ranging from Base Keep Away to Capture the Flag to 
Badminton to Croquet were enjoyed by all who attended — ages 8 thru 13. 


Additional highlights included trips (1) on the Mount Washington, (2) 
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up Red Hill, and (3) to White Lake State Park. Although, the number was 
comparatively small the enthusiasm was large. 


In closing, a final word for those who supported this program: to the 
mothers who daily made the trip to the school playground and beach 
areas, to those who helped out on “‘special’’ days, to those who par- 
ticipated in awards night (a marvelous turnout), and finally to the 
selectmen, who made the opportunity available to myself. Their con- 
fidence and support is very much appreciated.

Report of the Visiting Nurse 


Annual Report 1973 


We have completed two and one half years of service to the town of 
Moultonboro. We are still a part time service with continuing increase in 
referrals for our service as it becomes better known. The service had 602 
house and office visits. In addition we had 150 consultations, conferences 
with various doctors, nurses, social workers, and other agencies in the 
county and state. ; 


Many of our older citizens have been helped through the service 
making it possible for them to stay in their own homes. We have assisted 
others to be placed into nursing homes and hospitals for more extensive 
care. 


In the spring we held an immunization clinic, sponsored by the State 
Department of Public Health, with assistance from Aleksander Ratsep, 
M.D., and Miss Dencie Ward, R.N., State Public Nurse, and many fine 
volunteers. 


This fall we assisted the Inter-Lakes Fifty-Plus Club with the 
Screening Clinic which was very successful with 350 attending. We have 
also done the follow up calls in town on those who needed to see their 
physicians. 


The members of the service have attended programs of continuing 
education in nursing practices. In addition, they have attended con- 
ferences covering public services and assistance available to the town- 
speople. 


At this time I would like to thank all cooperating physicians, nursing 
service board of directors, medical advisory board for their help and 
assistance. We also wish to express our appreciation to the Lions Club for 
hospital equipment, and to all the unmentioned individuals who con- 
tributed time and talents to our nursing service. 


In addition to providing nursing care and teaching public health, our 
most effective service derives from being a good listener and offering 
sympathetic understanding. This is a difficult contribution to evaluate but 
it is a very basic and human need in any community. Let us hope that the 
assistance to those who need it may be continued in the future.

Report of the Forest Fire Warden 
and District Chief 


The New Hampshire Forest Fire Service is represented in every town, 
city or unorganized place in our state by the forest fire warden. Anyone 
wishing to kindle an outside fire when the ground is not covered with snow 
must first obtain the written permission of the fire warden. Except for 
cooking fires, no fire can be kindled between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. 
unless it is a commercial or industrial burn or it is raining. The fire 
warden is assisted in his work by the District Forest Fire Chief who works 
for the Department of Resources and Economic Development Forest Fire 
Service. 


Fire prevention was, again this year, the most important part of the 
Forest Fire Warden’s job. Fire statistics show the need with 72 percent of 
the fires caused by smoking, debris burning and children. Smokey the 
Bear is an important prevention tool, but he still needs much help from the 
public. Parents should warn their children of the hazards of playing with 
matches. Children tend to forget that a lighted match held in their hand is 
a potential forest fire.
